Fence  remains  were  found  in  the  ground  around  the  stone  and  an 
old  wooden  fence  post  was  found  lying  on  the  ground  about  a  foot  west  of 
the  stone.  I  uncovered  the  top  11"  of  the  stone  and  I  did  not  find  any 
markings.  The  stone  got  wider  at  the  bottom  and  it  remained  solid  in  the 
ground.  I  tied  orange  flagging  around  it,  reburied  it  and  painted  the  exposed 
portion  orange.

OTHER  HISTORICAL  SURVEY  INFORMATION: 

In  1994,  Phil  Tapp  noted  that  he  found  a  stone  at 
this  corner  (Survey  ID  38  -  Instrument  Number 
405948).  The  recorded  survey  drawing  does  not 
depict  the  stone  or  provide  dimensions  to  it,  but 
BRCJ  provided  a  digital  file  of  the  1994  survey 
and  we  were  able  to  verify  that  the  stone  we  found 
is  the  same  as  the  stone  noted  on  the  Tapp 
survey.  In  1999,  Raymond  Graham  described  the 
POB  of  the  south  adjoiner  to  the  cemetery  as 
83.31'  south  and  2.0'  west  of  the  South-East  1/16 
corner  (monument  type  not  identified)  on  an 
unrecorded  survey  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Monroe  County  Recorder  (Survey  ID  40).  The 
Graham  survey  states  that  no  field  survey  was 
performed,  but  we  found  a  rebar  84.14'  south  and 
0.83'  east  of  the  stone.  The  Graham  survey  does 
not  identify  a  monument  at  the  POB  or  the 
South-East  1/16  corner.  In  2017,  the  stone  was 
accepted  by  Eric  Deckard  (Survey  ID  34  -
